The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant has amended the claims to clearly define over references of Armellin et 
al (6,632,087) and Vaughn et al (6,888,103) wherein Scaglotti (6,361,301) 
represents the most pertinent reference, however Scaglotti fails to disclose a 
furnace for heating a preform wherein a second portion of the preform is held 
outside the heatinperforml through a longitudinal opening in the tunnel nor a 
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second fan that delivers a second air stream transversely which is parallel to a 
first air stream in a second delivery duct to the downstream, directly to the 
second portion of the preform.
